TRUSTEES FIGURE 
ON NEW TAX 
RATE 

Sierra Madre’s tax rate lor 
the coming year will be not less 
than .'ilLHl on the $100 valua¬ 
tion aiul may be $1.SG. The rate 
will be definitely determined at 
the next regular meeting of the 
board of trustees. 

An ordinance was introduced 
at the adjourned session of the 
board oji Monday evening fixing 
.$31,461.15 as the total amount 
necessary to be l aised by taxa¬ 
tion for all purposes. Fliis in¬ 
cludes interest and sinking fund 
on water bonds, geneial fund 
and library. 

Kates proposed for raising 
the amount named are 76 cents 
for interest and sinking fund, 
$1.00 for general puriwses, and 
lb cents for library. 

Since the meeting City Clerk 
Ifallou has made calculations 
indicating the possibility of a 
rate of 71 cents for interest and 
sinking fund, which would 
make necessary a total I'ate of 
$1.81 as against $1.70 last year. 

Assessor’s Figures 

'fotal taxable valuation in Si- 
ei ra Madre is $1,730,6.50, ac- 
coi'ding to the assessment roll 
compiled by the county assessor 
and reported at the meeting on 
Monday night. This includes 
real estate valued at $1,123,530, 
improvements assessed at .$454,- 
()<»(), personal property listed at 
$121,000 and money and credits 
at $10,600. 

Coiporation property listed 
as "opei-ative” and not subject 
to local taxation amounts to 
$88,780.

Every 
ahle-laalled Bole was hidden to Ger¬ 
many to work. If any refused, let no 
other Bole give him to eat, not so 
niiieh as a miaithful, under iieiialty of 
Oerinan military law. 

This IS the eholee the Germ.an gov- 
ermnenl gives to the conqui>red Bole, 
to the huslatnd and father of a starv¬ 
ing family: Leave your family or die 
or survive as the case may he. Leave 
your country which Is destroyed, to 
work in Germany for its further d(?- 
struetion. If ymi are ohstimUe, we 
shall see that you surely starve. 

Slaying witli his folk, he Is doomed 
and they are not saved; the father and 
hn.'laind can do nothing for them, he 
only adds to their risk and suffering. 
Leaving them, he will be cut off from 
Ills family, they may never bear from 
him again nor he from them. Ger¬ 
many will set 1dm to work that a Ger¬ 
man workman may he rideased to fight 
against his own land and people. He 
shall 1)0 halged In tairraeks, heldtid 
barbed wire entanglements, under 
armed guard.

In remote farm ho'jses, among the 
forest rangers and shee]) herders In 
Die mountain fastne.sses, and in the 
summer resorts of high and low de- > 
grec, .Merritt said he found practically 
too per cent observance of the food 
rules 4uid restrictions. 

Summing up he said: 

“During the first year of fond ad- 
niinl.stration, of the peoide and for the 
people, the nation, by saving and 
thonglitf'd use of resources has gained 
these ends: 

"For our sailors at sea and our sol 
(Hers overseas, amfile provision. 

“For the Allies, maintaining thc- 
common cause, salvation from famine 

"For the armies, renewed courage to 
keeji a steel wall between us and 
destruction. 

"For the community of free peoples, 
a stronger unity of purpose. 

"For tile future, a more resolute will 
to go on through sacrifice to victory." 

Merritt made a strong plea for con 
servatlon of sugar in the homes dur¬ 
ing the present crisis as a patriotic 
duty, and the continuance of other 
conservation measures. 

Groce:y stores are advised that they 
should not refuse to honor canning ' 
sugar permits from the wotnaii direc¬ 
tor of food conservation If they have 
Buftlcient sugar on hand to fill them. 
Complaints have been received 
throughout the state that many gro- i 
cers have adopted this practice which ' 
Is wrong. A certain allotment of sn- , 
par was made to each giocer to siip- 
ply the canning demand and he Is ex¬ 
pected to take care of his customers 
as long as he has sugar on hand for 
canning purposes. tVhen his own sup¬ 
ply runs short he may apply to the 
local food administrator for an addi¬ 
tional allotment for canning.
